Why were you not on hand at the 
proper time and place, with your better methods? 
if not, then ‘‘forever after hold your peace.” Ifa 
church is built, a house reared, a pastor employed, 
or a dollar spent the “‘faithful few’’ are said to run 
everything their own way. How else could they 
do when you forgot the meeting or could not spare 
the time?

LETTING GO AND TAKING HOLD.

‘‘Wherefore, laying aside all malice, and all guile, and 
hypocrisies, and envies, and all evil-speakings, as new- 
born babes, desire the sincere milk of the word, that ye 
may grow thereby: if so be ye have tasted that the Lord 
is gracious.”’ I. Peter 2: 1-3. 

The apostle’s language, in this instance, must be 
regarded as a strong injunction to the professors of 
Christ to aspire to a moral and social status justify- 
ing their high pretensions. 

Christianity was inaugurated for a specific pur- 
pose. Its purpose is to make men and women bet- 
ter morally and socially. In other words, it istosave 
mankind. The purpose of Christianity is the great- 
est and noblest possible to man’s conception, and, 
as such, justifies its high demands. Ere one secures 
the blessings of this system of religion two con- 
ditions, at least, are to be considered. First, a re- 
nunciation of the evils specified—‘‘malice, guile, 
hypocrisy, envies, and evil speakings’’—and, sec- 
ond, an appropriation of the truths of God as seen 
in his Word. 

These conditions are absolute in the premises, and 
must not be lost sight of in deliberating upon this 
subject. It is not enough to express faith in the Son 
of God; there must be a non-conformity to the world 
en the one hand and a renewing of mind on the 
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mortality, which.will not be attained in comple 

tion till the end, spoken of later in thisehapter, 
This fact of the resurrection of Christ has an im. — 

portant doctrinal tendency. It not omby serves agq_ 





other, or a renunciation of the worst and an appro- 
priation of the best things to insure success in the 
divine life. True progress involves the abandons 
ment of the evils indicated by the Apostle Peter. 
A malicious, guilty, hypocritical, envious, evil- 
speaking man can never rise to his true dignity any 
more than a mortally diseased infant can grow to 
vigorous manhood. The evils alluded to all lead to 
the destruction of both soul and body, whether actu- 
ating professors or non-professors of religion, and, 
ere advanced ground can be taken, must be relin- 
quished and relegated to the realm whence they 
came. 

When these evils are renounced the truth of God 
must be appropriated, for what milk is to the body 
the truth is'to the soul. Itis to be longed for un- 
adulterated, ‘‘that ye may grow thereby.”’ No one, 
dear reader, whatever the pretensions, can reach 
the point of manhood or womanhood in Christ 
without letting go the encumbrances and taking 
hold of the helps to a vigorous growth “‘into him in 
all things, which is the head, even Christ.’? Have 
we ‘‘tasted that the Lord is gracious?’’ Then let us 
aspire to higher attainments in the divine life, let- 
ting go everything calculated to impede our progress 
and taking hold of that which is intended to accel- 
erate our movements toward that end. ‘Malice, 
guile, hypocrisy, envies, and evil-speakings’’ are the 
dominant factors of the baser in man and tend to 
brutalize, while ‘“‘the sincere milk of the word,’’ 
assimilated by faith, develops the higher in man 
and tends to humanize, and as the higher predom- 
inates in man so does he take on the express image 
of the person of our Lord Jesus Christ. Christ- 
likeness is not an unlawful pretension, nor an un- 
warranted aspiration on the part of humanity, but 
rather a moral status demanded of the devotees of 
Christianity. 

“Put ye on Christ,’’ says an exponent of ‘‘the 
faith,’’ and if we would attain such an end let us let 
go of the hindrances and take hold of the means 
furnished to all engaged in such a laudable enter- 
prise.

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“THE RESURREOTION OF OHRIST.” 
‘“* But now hath Christ been raised from the dead, the 
first-fruits of them that are asleep.” I. Cor. J5: 20. 


The doctrine of the resurrection of the dead in 
general, and that of the resurrection of Christ in 
particular, had been denied in Corinth, and Paul 
meets this denial in both its forms by adducing his- 
torical proof of the fact that Christ had risen. 

The question as to the resurrection of Christ was 
a question of fact to be settled by testimony, and 
the apostle adduces the testimony of a great num- 
ber of unimpeached witnesses, his own among the 
rest, he having seen Christ on his way to Damascus, 

The resurrection of Christ was an actual re-living 
of the same body which had died, in all its constitu- 
ent parts, without having passed through the pro- 
cess of dissolution, and in this respect his resurrec- 
tion differs from that of any of his people, because 
their bodies have been decomposed and their ele- 
ments scattered to the four winds of heaven. For 
this literal re-living of the body of Christ there was 
a good reason that his followers might identify him, 
and be able to testify to the world concerning the 
fact. For this purpose Jesus made various presen- 
tations of himself to‘his disciples in such ways that 
they could but identify him as the same person 
with whom they had been accustomed to associate, 
and whom they had owned as their Master and 
Lord. The period of those manifestations covered 
forty days till his ascension from Olivet. 

Jesus came forth to a mode of life somewhat 
different from that which he had lived before his 
crucifixion, but not to the fullness of that glorious 
life into which he had entered at his ascension, when 
the .vision of the transfiguration on the mount be- 
came a permanent reality, and he attained that glory 
in which he afterwards appeared to the revelator 
John, on the Isle of Patmos, In his present glorified 


humanity he is a representative and pledge of what! 


we are to be hereafter, when this mortal puts on im- 





proof of our“own immortality, but it sets the sagp 
of divinity to the mission of Christ and proves him 
to be, as he claimed to be, the Son of God with 
power. It also confirms his m of pardon and 
love to sinful men. Had he laid’in the grave ang 
seen corruption we-should never have heard. hig. 
name, and his disciples, having returned to their old 
employments, would never-have gone forth as her- 
alds of his cross. ‘| 

The doctrine of the resurrection of Christ should 
therefore fill our hearts with gratitude and joy, and 
should lead us to consecrate ourselves without re. 
serve to him who died for us and rose again.

TEMPERANOE LEGISLATION. 


NEW YORK. 


Governor Hill has vetoed the High License Bill, 
This bill was devised by the Church Temperance 
Society and other opponents of the saloon in New 
York City, with special reference to repressing the 
saloon and saloon power in New York City and 
Brooklyn, and incidentally in the whole state. It 
passed both houses. of the legislature, but met its 
defeat in the Governor’s veto. One of his objections 
to it is worthy of special note. He says it would 
be “‘likely to be productive of great inconvenience 
or hardship. In eastern portions of the state, espe- 
cially in the rural districts and in the smaller vil- 
lages and towns, the imposition of a liquor license 
fee of not less than $300, and of an ale and beer 
license fee of not less than $100 would amount pre- 
cisely to a prohibition of any licenses whatever.” 
(Italics.not his.) 

Many of the “rural districts and small villages” 
would deem a law that ‘‘would amount precisely to 
a prohibition of any licenses whatever,’’ anything 
but a “‘hardship.’’ In fact, it was precisely the 
“prohibition” that was in it which led many to 
favor it as a stepping-stone to more. Dr. A. B, 
Leonard, of Ohio, too, in a convention in New 
York City, denounced the bill even more roundly 
than Governor Hill. He is reported as saying 
“that the members of the legislature who passed 
the bill committed a grave sin, and that every per- 
son who voted for them sinned equally with them.” 
Then, with still stronger emphasis, he added: “It 
is claimed that this bill is a party measure in this 
state, and I say that if it becomes a law, everybody 
who, in future, votes for that party, sins.’ “Sin” 
is even a severer charge against it than ‘‘hardship.” 

The Legislature of New York has also passeds 
joint resolution to submit a prohibitory constitu 
tional amendment to the people. This did notre 
quire the Governor’s approval. It defeated the 
‘Personal Liberty Bill,’’ a bill demanded by 
saloonists to allow them to keep their saloons open 
a part of the day every Sunday. It has passed al- 
other bill forbidding the giving to poor people 
orders for family supplies on groceries where liquon 
are sold; and still another prohibiting the saleof 
liquors within half a mile of any agricultural of 
horticultural fair. 

A county Local Option Bill failed to pass the 
assembly by one vote. It was called ona day when 
Assemblyman Platt, of Poughkeepsie, one of the 
most earnest and persistent temperance men in the 
state, was absent in New York City on necessaly 
business. Had he been present it would have past 
ed. A bill was also passed providing for a commit 
sion to revise the excise laws of the state. If this 
results in providing for local option (that is, } 
prohibition) by direct vote of the people, and 1 
restricting and burdening the traffic, where it is ndt 
prohibited, and in other necessary provisions, all in 
one bill, so as at once to simplify and strengthen Me 
laws of the state, the friends of temperance may ® 
reeonciled to the Governor’s veto. But the salod 
may expect no cessation of hostilities from the ant 
saloon forces till the last one is shut.up. 


PENNSYLVANIA. , 


Under the Brook& law great inroads have bee! 
made upon the saloons in Pennsylvania. Ti 
Philadelphia American, of May 26th, says of Phil 
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follows: Licensed saloons in Philadelphia in 1887 
and 1888, 5,773; licenses granted for 1888 and 1889,

purg and other large cities the result is proportion- 
ally about the same, while in smaller towns it 
amounts, virtually or really, to prohibition. 
NEW JERSEY. 

The law that went into operation in New Jersey 
May Ist, has also resulted in a slaughter of the 
saloons. The penalty for selling on Sunday is espe- 
cially severe. Saloons have been shut up that have 
not closed their doors before, day or night, week 
day or Sunday, for over thirty years. But the hold- 
ing of this success will only be at the price of un- 
ceasing Vigilance and activity. Laws do not en- 
force themselves, and saloon men and liquor drink- 
ers have studied the science and art of evasion to 
perfection. 

MICHIGAN. 

The Supreme Court of Michigan has just declared 
unconstitutional the Local Option law of that state, 
by which prohibition was obtained iu about forty 
of the counties. The objection, as I understand it, 
was that the title of the Jaw did not plainly enough 
set forth the contents of the text of the law, or the 
purpose of its enactment. The decision was not 
against the provisions of the law. The saloons 
have the advantage for the time being, but as was 
the case in Ohio, the next legislature can learn by 
this mistake and frame a better law next time. 


OHIO. 


We are glad, from this distance, to know of the 
additional legislation obtained in Ohio last winter, 
and to learn of the vigorous enforcement of the 
new provisions against Sunday selling in Cincin- 
nati.. If Judge Campbell loses his chance for 
Congress by his decision, as the liquor-sellers threat- 
en, he can afford to. It is better to be-out of Con- 
gress as a true man, than in it at the price of truck- 
ling dishonestly to the liquor power. But this gain 
can be held only by the activity and nerve of the 
friends of order and temperance. See that the offi- 
cers are sustained. J. B. WESTON.

GOD IN THE HISTORY OF OUR COUNTRY. 


COLUMBUS MYSTERIOUSLY IMPRESSED TO GO IN 
SEARCH OF AMERICA—WASHINGTON DIVINELY 
CALLED TO DEFEND IT—AND LINCOLN MAR- 
VELOUSLY QUALIFIED TO SAVE IT—AND ALL 
THAT LIBERTY ‘“‘MIGHT ENLIGHTEN THE 
WORLD.”’ 

(The outlines of an oration delivered by Dr. T. M. Mc- 
Whinney before the John Kell Post, of Franklin, Ohio, 
on Decoration Day.] 

The hand of God in the history of America may 
be as clearly seen as in that of ancient Israel. One 
man in the old world was marvelously impressed 
witb the thought that far beyond the deep blue sea 
there was a new and undiscovered continent. That 
marvelous impression impelled him to go from na- 
tion to nation and to bow before kings and queens 
imploring aid—ships and men—that he might go in 
search, as with a lighted candle, for that new world, 
with its rich soil, salubrious air, mountains, hills, 
and vales; its rivers, lakes, flowing streams, and 
Upgushing fountains; flowers, fruits, and beauty. 
Amen. 

And from the time Columbus, name ever dear to 
America, set sail in fragile bark on a desert sea, 
under the shouts of the people and the waving of 
flags, until he landed upon the shores of America, 
kissed the ground, and sent up the jubilant shout 
of thanksgiving to the God of the seas—from the 
first to the last act in thé sublime drama, the Om- 
hipotent hand, that guides the stars in their track- 

way, may be clearly seen by the intelligent eye, 
holding old ocean in check that his servant may ac- 

‘omplish the end whereunto he was sent. And on 

this patriotic day a grateful people exclaim— 

“God moves in a mysterious way, 
His wonders to perform; 
He plants his footsteps in the sea, 
And rides upon the storm.” 


And when the iron grip of the mightiest monarch 








|of the inimortal Patrick Henry, “Give me liberty 


or give me death,’’ and the people, with their sacred 
honor and love of home in the one hand, and their 
property and life in the other, replied ‘‘amen.”’ 

And from the time the sword was unsheathed 
the struggling colonies went forth to battle against 
the mightiest nation of the world, under the leader- 
ship of a God-fearing man, until Cornwallis, at 
Yorktown, surrendered his sword to him who was 
‘first in war, first in peace, and first in the hearts of 
his countrymen;’’ and proud old England, mother 
of us all, and mistress of the seas, was humiliated 
and was ready to sue for peace—from the first move 
on the military checker-board; until the game was 
finished in the interest of human liberty, the mys- 
terious hand of the Divine, moving out in the line 
of a higher Christian civilization, may be clearly 
seen by the eye of thoughtful intelligence, working 
out his designs in the councils of his own infinite 
wisdom, and with unspeakable gladness the devout 
mind says, ‘‘Thy will be done.”’ 

After announcing the glorious sentiment that ‘‘all 
men are born free and equal, with certain inalien- 
able rights, among which are life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness,’’ and upon the very heels of 
this announcement incorporating a system of slav- 
ery such as the world never saw; under this con- 
tradictory sentiment of liberty on the one hand and 


slavery on the other, wise statesmen of the North 


were planning to have slavery remain where it 
was, and wise statesmen of the South were plan- 
ning to have slavery go where it pleased, God was 
planning to have slavery wiped from the land, and 
let our flag, the ensign of a free people, no longer 
placard a lie, but publish to every land the sublime 
truth that ‘‘all men are born” to liberty, as they are 
born to breathe God’s free air. 

And from the time that the honored, lamented, 
and universally beloved Abraham Lincoln, with 
uplifted voice, cried, ‘‘To arms, to arms,’’ and two 
millions of patriots responded to the call, and bared 
their breasts to a hailstorm of bullets, and two hun- 
dred thousand of these braves fell at the hand of 
the destroying angel, and by their sacrifice they 
have lifted the American flag up out of the dust, so 
that on this Memorial Day it waves without a rival 
from every dockyard, arsenal, and capital, from the 
northeast Atlantic to the Rio Grande; from the 
moment that the first gun was fired on Fort Sumter, 
which smelted and fused all the patriotic hearts of 
the North, until General Lee surrendered himself 
and his all into the hands of him whose invincible 
courage knew naught but victory, the hand of Him 
who rules in the armies of the skies, and presides 
over the destiny of nations, may be seen ‘‘clear as 
the sun, fair as the moon, and terrible as an army 
with banners,’’ and all this Divine painstaking was

EXAMINE HIS REOORD. 


Many of our churches employ as their pastors 
ministers with whom they have no acquaintance. 
In fact it seems sometimes, as a brother wrote me 
recently, that they are anxious to get men of whom 
they know little. Ofttimesit may be the very best 
thing to do, when the unknown preacher is known 
to have the qualities necessary for the upbuilding 
of the particular church. This can best be ascer- 
tained from some brother who is thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the needs of the church, as well as 
with the ability of the preacher in question, yet 
most rely upon a ‘‘trial sermon” or two, and hasten 
to call their man, finding time afterward for repent- 
ance because of their haste. 

When a candidate is in question, why not find out 
about his previous pastorate? When people want 
cooks, coachmen, clerks, etc., they ask for good ref- 
erences. Why not be as careful as to character, 
ability, pastoral success, and vital piety of a pro- 
posed pastor? Churches are too precious to be rent 
asunder by bad shepherds. Sterling worth is some- 


times passed by for apparent smartness to the cost 
of the church. I frequently see in the various re- | 


ligious papers I read an account of. trouble caused 





in some church because of failure to look up the 
record of the stranger whom they have employed 
as pastor. 

Scarcely a minister among us does not know.some 
disastrous case that has occurred from the same 
cause. I have in mind several of which I have 
known. In one case, the minister occupied several 
fields (four to my certain knowledge) where there 
was the same conduct unbecoming the preacher of 
the cross, before his way was blocked, and he thus 
prevented from sowing troubleelsewhere. Another 
case occurred in which each pastorate was disas- 
trous to the church, and though causing the de- 
struction of one good organization he found another 
field to devastate, and then another, and yef, an- 
other; and all this because the people were not care- 
ful to examine the record of his last pastorate. 
There may be faults in churches which are re- 
sponsible for some of these sad occurrences, but 
when such events follow in the wake of one man, 
in several successive pastorates, ought not churches 
to beware, and should not ministers and laymen. in- 
terpose to prevent their repetition? If the individ- 
ual church in question feels itself inadequate to look 
up the record, let it ask the aid of the conference 
secretary, or president, or some of the older minis- 
ters, or some one who may have a wide acquaint- 
ance, who would be willing to lend his aid to pro- 
tect the churches. 

It might be urged that it would seem to be dis- 
courteous to the stranger to seek information from 
other sources than himself; but if he is a true serv- 
ant of God he will weleome such inquiry as to his 
other pastoral work. Whenever one objects tosuch 
examination it would be better not to make it, but to 
decline at once to have anything more to do with 
him. 

I appeal to the churches, to their trustees, min- 
isterial committees, or other officers who have this 
matter in charge to examine the record of every 
stranger whom they contemplate securing as pas- 
tor. Such a course will save from intense suffering, 
which some, neglecting, have not escaped.

LIBERALISM AND ITS FRUITS. 


An experience of thirty years’ schooling under 
pastoral teaching since our_connection with the 
church, furnishes us with an opportunity of know- 
ing something of the power of the pulpit for good 
or evil. The truth held in unrighteousness is a 
power for evil; the truth as it is in Christ isa power 
for good. The first is liberalism; the second is the 
Word of God, pure and unadulterated. Let us con- 
sider briefly some of the results of liberalism, as 
they have come under our observation. 

1. Doubts, unbelief, a gradual loosening of faith 
in the historical events of the Bible, till at last the 
anchor of faith is lifted and the mind is led out to 
the borders of infidelity or restorationism. 

2. The truth held in unrighteousness lowers the 
platform of Gospel precepts to that position where 
preacher and rum-seller, drunkard and gambler, 
can chum together on the seme level, without any 
improvement in the lives and practices of either, 
except that the love for the preacher may extort 
money from the latter, which may be used to the 
advantage of good and noble purposes; but who 
can compute the evil that otherwise arises from 
such teaching? Such liberalism neutralizes the 
power of the pulpit, and destroys the effectiveness 
of the Word of God; it breeds discord and division, 
and moralizes into a state of carnal security by in- 
culeating a belief that in a future state the door of

In such teaching is not honored, though’ the 
teacher may “‘get to himself a name; the cause of 
Christ is not built up, though large sums of money 
may be at his command to on his deveptive 
work. The Master requires of those who work in 
his vineyard to full acceptance, not only a ‘‘clean 
heart” but a truthful tongue also. Hence the de- 
ceiver desires a more “‘liberal’’ platform than God’s 
Word.

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SUFFICIENT UNTO THE DAY. 


Will men ever learn that the Bible means what 
it says? Modern adage has added its weight to the 
wisdom of the Scriptures and assured us there is no 
use in attempting to cross bridges before coming to 

‘them. If only fear of the future, dread of coming 
évil could be stricken out of life, much of the pain 
and suffering endured would be stricken out at the 
same time. But after all, there is much of pathos in 
this timid shrinking, which it can not be denied 
arises from what has been endured of adverse fate. 
If ‘¢a burnt child dreads the fire,’”? so one who has 
met and been overcome by misfortune can never 
forget the discomfiture of the sad defeat. Yet, does 
not fear become a misfortune of itself? Many may 
have read the old legend of how Fever appeared 
before the king and asked leave to slay a thousand 
victims. ‘Permission was granted him, but when 
the given time when his ravages were to cease had 
arrived, ten thousand men lay dead. The king at 
once summoned Fever to his presence. ‘‘ How is 
this?”’ he asked, ‘‘I gave consent to your conquer- 
ing a thousand, and Io! ten thousand men lay slain.”’ 
‘““T slew but the single thousand granted me to,” 
Fever replied, ‘‘ but..Fear killed the other nine.” 
Even so, work kills a victim or two at times, but 
does not worry slay more than work? One of our 
religious papers revived recently an old saying as 
quaint as it is brief and simple, ‘‘do the next 
thynge.’’ And strive our best that is the most that 
can’ be done. Two eminent writers have ex- 
pressed very terse, clear views on this point. 
George Macdonald says: ‘‘It isa happy thing for 
us that this is really all we have to concern our- 
selves about, what to do next. No man can do the 
second thing.’’ And Charles Kingsley writes: ‘‘ Do 
to-day’s duty, fight to-day’s temptations, and do 
not weaken and distract yourself by looking for- 
ward to things which you can not see, and could 
not understand if you saw them.’’ Do not fear and 
worry stand deplorably in the way of many a Chris- 
tian’s progress? It would seem that in vain the 
Savior ‘has counseled his followers to take no 
thought for the morrow, and our course too often 
implies doubt as to the truth of the assurance that 
the morrow shall take thought for the things of it- 
self.. The concluding words that sufficient unto the 
day is thé evil thereof, do not necessarily mean that 
only ‘evil will come with the day. One of our most 
reliable commentators says with regard to this pas- 
sage: ** Weshall indeed find that sufficient unto 

- the day is the evil thereof, and have no need to an- 
ticipate pain and sorrow. We shall also find ‘that 
the day will bring’ its comforts and supports with 
it.’”’ There is one verse of the Bible which prom- 
ises exemption through one strong power from 
much of dread and worry. 
out fear.”” Fear indeed has torments. What 
specters a timid imagination will conjure up. 
What untold misery and depth of painful appre- 
hension a licensed fancy will create! What greater 
torment need a poormortalsuffer than that which 
arises froma morbid, faithless, nervous fear of 
future events? All the teachings of Holy Writ.en- 
force thé chief need of human beings and point to 
the source of supply. Simple love for the Savior, 
perfect love for him, a firm reliance on his strong, 
powerful arm, will disarm all fear, dispel all appre- 
hension, vanquish each specter of evil. The very 
simplicity of the remedy like that once prescribed 
of old seems to detract from its efficacy to poor, 
short-sighted man. It takes great faith, unfalter- 
ing resolution and indomitable courage to meet life 
in a worthy, manly way. It requires but an un- 
wavering belief in the Savior and his precepts to 
realize that sufficient to each day will be its evil 
and its Conflicts, its comforts and its blessings; but 
free to every soul of man is the perfect love which 
casts out fear.— Christian at Work.

OREEDS IN EUROPE. 

Rev. Dr. Stuckenberg, of Berlin, one of the fore- 
most Protestant ministers in Germany, in the Hom- 
iletic Review for June, says: 

“At the meeting of the Congregational Union in 
England, the chairman said: We make confessions 
of our faith; we adopt no creeds. We encourage 
our members, our students, our ministers to utter 
their testimony ; _we impose no subscription on 
them.’ The Christian, whose orthodoxy is ad- 
mitted, and whose zeal in advocating a living, prac- 
tical Christianity is ao aa not surpassed by any 

aper in England, says: ‘We object to a humanly 
ormulated creed, because the belief of a Christian 
does not consist in assent to a series of articles, but 
in an experimental knowledge by faith of the liv- 
ing God, who raised Jesus our Lord from the dead. 
If men attach different meanings to the words of 
Scripture, they will attach different meanings to 
the words of a.creed. So that a creed is not a better 
safeguard than the Bible. No man or body of men 
is competent to preserve the proportion of faith in 
a human summary of divine truth.’ [I consider 
that orthodox.—J. B. W.] Similar statements both 
from English and German writers might be multi- 
plid indefinitely. In both countries creeds are prac- 
tically, if not theoretically, treated as the embodi- 
ment of the historic views prevalent at certain 
periods, rather than as a binding authority for all 
PPR... 45 mise bie It is certainly significant that, 
while opposition to creeds may have its source in 
unbelief, it may also be based on the plea for livin 
doctrine, for the supremacy of the Scriptures, an 
for the interests of a growing faith.’’ 

It is certainly encouraging to know that the old 
world feels the touch of the advancing spirit of 
Christian thought and life, and is ready to avow, as 
the fathers of our denomination avowed three- 
fourths of a century ago, that “living doctrine,’’ 
‘the supremacy of the Scriptures,” and ‘‘a growing 
faith’? are better preserved and promoted without 
‘a humanly formulated creed’’ than with it.

“T have often thought,’’ said a saint, the widow 
of one of our preachers, “‘if the water did follow 
them ?’’ 

Answer: Yes. The water followed them from 
Horeb. Exodus 17: 6: ‘Behold, I will stand be- 
fore thee there upon the rock in Horeb; and thou 
shalt smite the rock, and there shall come water out 
of it, that the people may drink. And Moses did 
so in the sight of the elders of Israel.”’ The water 
is called ‘“‘the brook that descended from the 
mount.”? Deut. 9: 21. Like a river “he clave the 
rocks in the wilderness, and gave them drink as out 
of the great depths. He brought streams also out 
of the rock, and caused waters to run down like 
rivers. Behold, he smote the rock, that the waters 
gushed out, and the streams overflowed.”’ Thirty- 
seven years this stream followed them; that is, till 
the thirty-ninth year of their forty years’ pilgrim- 
age; and then, after the death of Miriam at Kadesh, 
when they complained again of the want of water, 
he again smote the rock and obtained water the 
second time (Num. 20: 1-29); when they came near 
Canaan and Aaron died four months after his sister 
Miriam; at Mount Horeb, “‘smiting the rock.”

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Some educational collections are still coming in; 
but itis probable that the aggregate will not be 
materially increased, though I trust it will be some- 
what larger than the first educational collection, 
notwithstanding the unusually widespread bad 
weather on Easter of this year. 

The number of churches contributing to this col- 
lection reaches 295 this year. If all our churches 
that were notified had responded, we would have 
received more than was called for. 'The number of 
conferences represented in the educational collection 
this year is 538. Only 38 were represented in the 
first educational collection. This increase of fifteen 
conferences, who respond this year, indicates a 
healthy condition in this movement. God is good 
to us. In opposition to feelings of elation, as if to 
correct them, we find that some conferences con- 
tribute less than in their first collection for educa- 
tion: New York Eastern, New York Northern, 
Tioga River, Erie, Merrimac, Ohio Central, Illinois 
Central, Vermont Eastern, and others. In some of 
these conferences the diminution is but slight; 
showing that the decrease is probably due to the 
weather. Ina very few, however, the diminution 
is important. We trust that the cause of this will 
be but temporary, and so expect. 

The general condition, denominationally, has 
vastly improved in eighteen months. The trend is 
almost wholly toward prosperity. I confidently 
expect the largest Children’s Day collection that we 
have ever taken. Success is attending our work. 
But we must not relax in our efforts, else our suc- 
cess would beaninjury tousand to the cause of our 
Master. Let us rather be stimulated to greater ac-

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OUR VIEW OF IT. 


In answer to inquiries regarding John 18: 3, 4 
and 14, 15 we would say: Jesus did on that occa- 
sion wash his disciples’ feet, as reported by the evan- 
gelist, and in the act he exhibited a very remark- 
able measure of humility and fraternal devotion. 
It was a form of hospitality obtaining in that time, 
and the scene referred to was unusual only in the 
character of him who officiated. We are not in- 
formed, however, that Jesus ever before this occa- 
sion washed the feet of his disciples. Indeed, the 
protest of Peter against the act would seem to war- 
rant the thought that he had not. But as before 
said, such hospitality was usual, though more gen- 
erally performed by persons of humble station, 

Inasmuch as. this custom did obtain, he com- 
mended it to them, and urged that instead of call- 
ing in the help of seryants on such occasions they 
should wait on each other. As to whether they 
ever did thus serve each other we do not know. We 
find no mention made in the New Testament of the 
apostles ever doing what they were evidently here 
told to do. I think we may take it for granted, 
however, that they did, but if they did, they did 
not appear to deem the act, as performed by them- 
selves, deserving of mention. 

We very greatly doubt, as some think, that Jesus 
intended this service for church observance. If he 
did, we have reason to wonder at two things: First, 
that no record in the New Testament is made of 
any such observance. Baptismal occurrences are 
mentioned often, but a feet-washing occasion in the 
church never. In fact, the only reference to feet- 
washing is in connection with certain widows. The 
fact of a widow having washed the saints’ feet was 
to be accepted as commendatory, but this act was per- 
formed, evidently, in connection with the home, 
and not in connection with the church. We see no 
warrant for church feet-washing in the New Testa- 
ment. The second thing to wonder at, if Jesus in- 
tended feet-washing to be a church ordinance or 
custom, is, that he should have said nothing of it in 
the commission. He did not forget to urge preach- 
ing, believing, and baptizing, but makes no refer- 
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ence to feet-washing whatever. We therefore con- 
clude that it is not an obligation resting upon the 
Church, having never been commanded by Jesus 
as a church ordinance, and never having been com- 
mended, as a mentioned act, by the apostles. 

We can see no especial objection to its perform- 
ance, and would lift no voice against it to discour- 
age those who incline to practice it. We would, 
however, advise that it be not. spoken of as an ordi- 
nance of the Church, for the Supper of our Lord 
was more of a home scene than a church scene, and 
we have no New Testament evidence that feet- 
washing was ever celebrated in any apostolic church.

monkey The effective minister must be a prayerful 
man. He that moves the heart of man must be 
able to move the hand of God. It is less how one 
preaches than how one prays that determines the 
number of souls he will win. The man whostruggles 
with God in prayer for souls will certainly win 
them through his preaching. That is, his sermons 
will receive an unction from his prayers or through 
them. Prayerful preachers are a hundred-fold better 
than poetic or philosophical preachers. Give three 
days, if you will, to your sermonic preparation, but 
don’t forget to baptize it with a half hour’s fervent 
prayer. 

snubs The United States Court has fined Holy Trinity 
Church, New York City, $1,000 for violating the 
law against the importation of contract labor. The 
church itself sought to have the judgment brought 
against them in order to make the law appear 
odious to the public eye. Their minister, Rev. E. 
Walpole Warren, came to their pulpit from En- 
gland under salary contract, and the church felt a 
willingness to pay the fine, that the absurdity of the 
law might be emphasized. It was not intended for 
such a one as Mr, Warren, but there was no good 
reason why he should be excepted if the law was 
to be honored at all.

“I OAN’T AFFORD IT.” 


‘Indeed, I can’t afford it,’’ was the frequent reply 
of a merchant, when asked for a contribution to re- 
ligious or missionary objects. He was doing an ex- 
tensive and apparently lucrative business, and pro- 
fessed to be warm in his devotion to Christ. Yet 
his givings were very meager, when he gave 
at all, and generally his ready excuse was at hand, 
*T can’t afford it,”’ as his apology for refusing even 
a trifle. 

A well-known gentleman, who lived in the same 
city, and sometimes acted as an unpaid collector for 
a very important missionary society, called one day 
at the merchant’s dwelling-house tosolicit a contri- 
bution. Often had he been denied at the office with 
the words, ‘“‘I can’t afford it;’? and in the grand 
residence, as his eyes rested on the magnificence 
which several open doors unveiled, he began to dis- 
cern that there was some truth in the apology after 
all. 

The owner of the house shortly appeared. His 
visitor explained the reason of his call, but. imme- 
diately added, ‘‘I see, sir, that you really can not 
afford it, and I can not think of presenting any 
claim upon you. Such a scale of expenditure, as I 
see indicated by everything around me, can indeed 
leave you little, if anything, for the cause of Christ. 
I must look elsewhere for support to our operations. 
Good-morning, sir.”’ 

The well-meant reproof did its intended work. 
The merchant, ere long, sought an interview with 
his faithful monitor, and thanked him warmly for 
his straightforward but brotherly remarks. Hand- 
ing him a check for £200 as a donation to the mis- 
sionary society for which he was collecting, he said 
that henceforth he meant to act as a steward for Ged, 
and that never again would his style of living 
prove a hindrance to the exercise of ardent piety 
and practical love.

April 30, 1888. 
To the Foreign Mission Board of the American 

Christian Convention: 

Dear Brethren,—Sickness has become very trying 
this month, one of our best workers having been 
sick the whole month, our servant nearly all the 
month, both said to be fever; interpreter and selves 
(Mrs. Jones and self) for over a week quite unwell. 
God has been gracious, interpreter and selves feel 
now tolerably well, and being compelled to leave 
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here for three days, we think we shall be troubled 
no more; our native brother is gaining strength 
daily, while our servant is past the worst. 

During the month four persons have united with 
the Ishinomaki Christian Church and been baptized 
in the new pool. We are pained to report one ex- 
pulsion for deception; trust while it is the first it 
will be thelast. Notwithstanding the many changes, 
congregations are encouraging. 

Tsuda San being compelled tostay here, not much 
change concerning our northern point (Ishinosaki) ; 
what little we hear from our student, who is endeav- 
oring to fill his place,is good. Prospects still cheer- 


ing. 

Not as yet obtaining resident’s permit, we can 
not say positively where our home will be; our old 
address please continue until we notify you other- 
wise; are on traveling passport while waiting to 
see the Lord graciously show us what steps will be 
most for his glory and the salvation of many souls. 
In the meantime we are endeavoring to keep the 
work moving forward.

Having been delayed so long for our house of wor- 
ship we thought it wise to have nightly meetings 
for a week or more, and thus, while the people are 
resting, some on account of New Year, to give them 
every opportunity to hear the Gospel.

The first week 
I do not suppose one night less than fifty persons 
gathered; the numbers varied from that to the first 
night possibly one hundred and fifty orso.

much, so those who do not fully understand and do 
not specially want to be Christians, will take a little, 
then rest. However, the attention given to the 
preaching of the Word was excellent throughout 
the progress of the meeting, and I feel certain seed 
was sown which will produce much fruit. We felt 
the Lord was present, giving power to his Word. 
The first service in the church was dedicatory and 
baptismal, and in less than a month we had another 
baptismal service—the first, seven baptisms, the 
second, six. 

This is but a type of the way work is going on in 
many parts of Japan, and since coming to Tokio I 
find indeed the harvest is ripe. We want more 
good sowing, or rather good sowing of pure Gospel 
seed, then a faithful following up of the work, anda 
good harvest will certainly take place.

Dayton.—My dear old friend HERALD, you have ‘been 
engaged in heralding good news for a great many years, 
and you seem young and vigorous as ever. I thotight 
I would intrust to your care a few thoughts to commun- 
icate to the faithful of the’ Lord. The last of last No- 
vember I commenced a series of protracted meetings for 
the winter, trusting in God for theresults. My first visit 
for four or five days was with the Zion Chureh, Frank- 
lin County. Here many years before I had felled the 
timber and sowed the seed and cultivated the ground 
and raised the beautiful temple of the living God, and 
was glad in God to see the tree. growing under the efti- 
cient labors of the present pastor. Here I renewed former 
acquaintances and made many new friends, received 
their congratulations and contributions, and passed on 
some four miles to old Seiote, which is the mother of 
Zion. I preached here for six years, during the time 
Zion was in building. Scioto, when I was first acquaint- 
ed with her, was a very feeble folk, about 16 persons for 
members and a very few seattering friends, but she 
grew toa mighty power. But, alas! how are themighty 
fallen. I was here but two days and preached two ser- 
mons to small congregations, yet: we had a pleasant time 
and the brethren gave perhaps all my preaching was 
worth. From Scioto I took the ears on the Hocking 
Valley Railroad and went. down into Gallia County and 
stopped one week with the old church near Pine Grove.
